shas authorized 61 cuilection sew-

Price Of Extremism 


While law-abiding citizens have been harrass- 
’ ed and threatened with laws depriving them of the 
right of gun ownership, militant lawbreakers con- 
tinue to go merrily on their way. Breaking gun 
registration or ownership laws are of little moment 
to them except in instances like the one where the 
police raided a home and confiscated 605 Thomp- 
son submachine guns bought as scrap metal at a 
i military post in 1964. Also taken in the raid was 
an assortment of other arms, including rifles, shot- 
guns, pistols, antitank grenades, military rockets 
; and ammunition. There is a vast difference be 
tween laws designed to curb the possession of such 
arsenals and laws restricting the basic constitu- 
; tional right of the citizen who respects his obliga- 
tion to society and the law, to “keep and bear 
arms’. 

A chilling instance of what could happen to 
the disarmed citizen occurred recently in Los An- 
geies. A series of newspaper pictures showed the 
sequence of events when an armed gunman entered 
a store, pulled a revolver and fired point biank at 
a clerk behind the counter. The pictures showed 
the clerk as he drew a pistol and dropped the gun- 
man and would-be robber in his tracks before he 
was able to dispatch a second and probably fatal 
shot. : 

j The right to defend oneself with a firearm still 
. exists in the U.S. But, if recent gun control pro- 
‘ posals had become law the pictures of the Los 
1 Angeles holdup attempt would have shown the 
tragedy of a defenseless citizen being shot down 
‘by a felon. who quite possibly would .never have 
tbeen apprehended. :Such would be:the-price of gun 
jeontrol extremism. ,

the press had distorted his image for the public, 
thereby denying him his “right,” as he put it, to run 
for the senate. 

Mrs. Romney, pegged as the leading candidate, 
had never uttered publicly those magic words: “‘I 
want to be your senator.” Instead, she had insisted 
that she would only permit her name to be 
considered to unify the party. 

With this strange situation at hand, the 
second concensus meeting started counting votes. 
Consensus had been defined ahead of time as 75 
percent show of support. 

Mrs. Romney got more support than anyone 
else, but not enough for consensus. She got 47 
percent support on the first ballot, 49 percent on 
the second, according to published reports, with 
Raegle trailing closely. 

Then on the third ballot, even Riegle dropped 
out. But Mrs. Romney still didn’t get the 
prescribed support, winning only 59 percent 
support alone on the kallot, In essence, she had 
run against nobody, and failed to win. The 
political tarnish is likely to endure. 

Who's left in and who’s out at this point is 
anybody’s guess. At best, the situation is 
confusing; at worst, it could be a fiasco. 

Lyndon Johnson won political fame for his use 
of the consensus approach. But even the former 
president learned that successful political 
consensus in most cases is helped by a firm hand 
from the White House. 

Perhaps that’s what will happen in the Michigan 
version this year.
